Garments  Were  Plain.

•  loth  •'iin-^ey  wooisey."  It  was  a 
tabiic  of  woolen  weft,  woven  on  a 
linen  warp.  Linen  was  much  more 
commonly  i)rodn( cd  in  the  household 
than  cotton  Jabries,  and  wool  was 
more  in  use  than  all  other  fabrics 
combined. 

Cotton  was  a  scarce  commodity 
in  colonial  American  until  long  aftei 
the  Revolution.  If  possessed  a  value 
c(|ual  to  thnt  of  wool,  and  sometimes 
very  much  higher.

Slater  brought  his  s^Hnnin^  ma- 
chineiy  in  hi»  head;  in  the  same  way 
Arthur  Schcdfield,  three  yea  i  s  later, 
brought  the  first  wooi-carding  ma- 
chine, which  he  built  and  put  into 
operation  at  Byfield,  Mass.,  in  171)4.

the  United  States.  American  ma- 
chinists and  inventors  did  the  rest 
It  is  not  to  be  denied,  howe^r,  that 
thei  English  statute- 'did  retard,  em- 
barrass, and  make  trebly  ditliv  ult  the 
early  development  of  our  textile  fac- 
toiies.

This  manual 
will  be  (d'  immense  practical  value 
and  it  is  >fi>mewhat  remarkable,  con- 
sideiiiig  the  wide  number  ot  intere.-t.- 
uliicli  liie  touched  by  tlicse  laws, 
that  110  >uch  compilation  has  been 
made  before  this. 

With  the  constantly  growing  de- 
mand for  Inter-State  waterways,  the 
uicrcasing  utilization  of  water  powei 
t  or  the  de\  c!opment  of  tlecl  ri"ity. 
and  the  v>idcning  areas  o.  semiaii*' 
Western  plains  that  are  being  mad;> 
arable  through  irrigapon,  those  laws 
at  the  i>reseiit  lime  affect  the  in- 
teiests  of  a  wide  variety  of  indi- 
viduals and  coiporations,  jind  in  the 
immediate  future  the  number  whose 
business  is  direcfly  touched  will  be- 
yond d.iu))t  be  greatly  increased. 

Extremely  Thorough. 

The  work  which  the  Naiioiuvl  Ton- 
servation  Comimssion  is  doing  along 
this  line  is  extremely  thoiough  and 
the  compilation  ^ill  be  complete.

In  tin 
book  which,  will  be  included  also  sotn( 
authoritative  discussion  of  the  prin- 
ciples involved  in  those  laws. 

Absolutely  Complete. 

The  National  Conservation  Com- 
mission in  its  endeavor  to  make  the 

compilation  ab>oIut(dy  complete  and 
accurate  1ki>  ciillcd  upon  the  Gover- 
nors of  all  the  Stales  for  a^>ist;iiicc 
and  the  replies  in  every  instance 
have  iHTomised  support.  Consider- 
ably more  than  half  the  States  have 
already  appointed  State  Conserva- 
tion ( \»mnii->ioiis  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  co-operating  vvilh  the  Na- 
tional t-ommiasion  in  its  work  of 
gatheiing  the  material  which  will  be 
eml)odied  in  the  report  to  the  Presi- 
dent the  fii-t  of  the  year.  Tn  tlu 
other  States  the  State  ollicials  whose 
work  most  nearly  touches  this  pro- 
ject are  at  work.

Monopolizing  Water.

Before  a  handful  of  people,  Ken- 
tucky Wesleyan  and  Georgetown  CtA- 
leges  played  Monday  aftemoMi,  one 
of  the  best  games  of  football  ever 

seen  on  a  local  field.  The  jxanie  was 
hard  fought  from  beginning  to  end. 
The  score  does  not  show  ilie  relative/ 
St!  eng^h  'of  the  teams.  Wesleyan 
outplayed  the  heavier  rivals  from  be- 
frinniiip  to  end.  At  times  sensational 
work  was  done.  Atkin  made  a  forty 
yard  run  that  was  spectacular.  Boles 
on  tackles  around  was  always  good 
for  five  yards  and  Cockrell  came 
jiruund  nioie  like  a  shot  out  of  a  gun 
than  a  huuuui  beiiijj. 

One  Troublesome  Play. 

Georgetown  had  jnst  one  play  that 

was  troublesome.  Tliat  was  an  on 
si«le  Quai  ici  baek  kick.

Mad*  of  Adobe  In  Botivir. — Growing 
Trees  Used  In  Africa. 

The  most  oriui  lal  t  'leixrapli  Hue  in 
the  world  o!iv.e  extended  from  tlie  cajt- 
ital  of  Bolivia,  La  Paz,  to  the  tuv.ii  <  f 
Oruro.  lu  this  part  of  Bolivia  tiiere 
are  no  growing  trees,  and  wood  Is  so 
difficult  to  And  that  even  the  ordinary 
household  furniture  of  the  natives  Is 
Invariably  made  not  of  wood,  bnt  of 
dried  mud  or  adobe. 

So  when  the  war  broke  out  between 
Chile  and  Bolivia  and  a  telegraph  line 
becaqie  urgent  It  w;us  adobe  that  whs 
chosen  for  the  queerest  telcgrnpli  poles 
In  existence.  These  pillars  were  buiir 
on  stone  foundations  and  measured 
about  tive  feet  S(iuare  at  the  base,  with 
a  height  of  about  fifteen  feet. 

They  were  i)!a^^e<l  at  intervals  of 
about  SCI  feet  and  thus  held  the  wire 
at  a  hf  ii,'ht  sufficient  to  dear  the  only 
animals  of  the  country,  tho  llama  and 
the  donkey.  The  total  length  of  the 
line  was  li>6  miles. 

Among  other  cnriooe  telegiaph  lines 
Is  the  growing  pcrfe  line  erected  In 
Uganda  by  an  En^lsh  engineer,  who 
conld  not  find  any  dead  wood  which 
w  ould  withstand  the  white  ants  and 
hit  upon  the  Idea  of  transporting  grow- 
ing bark  cloth  trees  to  the  side  of  the 
roads  and  using  them  as  poles. 

In  the  Dutch  East  Indies  growing 
trees  are  turned  to  account  also,  but 
there  a  wire  Is  stretched  across  the 
road  l)etween  the  trees  (Ui  citl.or  side, 
and  the  Insulator  is  suspended  in  Its 
middle,  and  the  line  Is  thus  over  the 
road  and  clear  from  vegetation.— Chi- 
cago TObone.

A  ton  of  steel  made  up 
Into  hairsprings  when  In  watches  i.s 
worth  more  than  twelve  and  one-half 
times  the  value  of  the  same  weight  in 
pure  C(M.
